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WHAT IS A LIBERAL? 


What is a Liberal! ie a question often 
asked at the present time, and we must 
confess, viewed in the light of their 
record ia Canada, the Liberals may, iu 
mont cases, be put down as men who 
place party before principle—who are pre- 
pared te take any course, no matter how 
antagonistic it may be to the principles 
inculcated by a Baldwin or a Brown, pro- 
viding that by eo doteg he can weaken 
the Conservative party or drive it from 
power. In the good old days of Robert 
Baldwin the Liberals were men of princi- 
ples, and stwod or fell by them. They 
were men who loved principle, but they 
placed country before party when national 
interests were at stake and law and order 
were to be maintained. Now we fiud 
them, uuder the leadership of Messrs, 
Blake ani Laurier, professing no par- 
ticular set of principles to which they 
feel bouud to adhere. In Prince Ed- 
ward Island the Conservative Govern- 
ment sought to abolish the Upper House 
of the Assembly, which is elected by 
the votes of people who are aaseseed for 
9250, while the Lower House is elected 
by manhood suffrage ; bat the Liberals, 
under the leadership of a Mr. Laird, 
opposed the abolition of the second 
chamber, and succeeded in prolonging 
ite existence. This, strange to eay, ie 
called a gteat Liberal victory. In Nova 
Scotia the Liberals are secessionists, at 
least that is the cry they appealed to the 
country on and were successful in over- 
throwing the late Government. In 
Quebec, they with the exception of the 
English Liberals, who held the national 
honor above party--have joined the 
Rielites, the party of vengeance, and 
are now lauding to the skies as a martyr 
the man Mr. Blake characterised as a 
** red-handed villain,” and offered $5,000 
for his head. In Oatario the Liberals 
have taken, along with the ‘‘ martyr” 
Riel, the mach neglected (?) Indians of the 
Northwest to their bosoms, and are ap- 
pealing to the sympathies of the electors, 
though every Liberal in this country 
knows that the Indians of the Northwest 
have received everything they needed 
and a good deal more than they deserved, 
cansidering their base ingratitude, They 
opposed the rapid construction of the C. 
P. R., a work to which the Northwest 
owes ite development more than any 
other influence, and but for which our 
position to-day would have been much 
different from what itis, The North- 
weet vertainly owes them no favors. 
They have endeavored, and are endeavor: 
ing, to drive from power the man to 
whom we owe moat, by auy means, how- 
ever snecrupulous, however degrading to 
Canadian politics, however damaging to 
national satereets, In Manitoba the 
Liberals have always preached ‘‘ No 
Disallowance.” though the Mackeusie 
Governinent were the first to exercise 
the prerogative of «lisallowauce veate.f 
in the Goveruor-Generel-in-Council by 
disallowing a bill to build a bridge over 
the Assiniboine. 

At for the Literals of the Northwest, 
more partioularly this portion of it, they 
talk Northwest First, and then ask a 
man from the Atlaute coast to be thelr 
tnouthplece ; they ask for representation 
whilo they confess their inability to 
poprescut themselves by asking au out- 
sider to represent them, forgetting that 
we were represented by outsiders before. 
The Consecvatives of the Northwest, en 
the other hand, with the excepticy of 


Baskatohewan, have placed local men ia 


the field, and Saskatchewan will follow 
suit very shortly, They have no need to 


be proud to elect the Hon, Thos, White:

They, however, have not offered him the 
nomination asa body, besides those whe 
talked most of having Mr. White repre- 
sent Saskatchewan, and one of whom 
Promised to vote for him if he 
fan, Gre now the head men of the Liberal 
Association recently formed in this town, 
and are endeavoriag to elect a man whose 
duty it will be, if elected, to vote Mr. 
White out of power. This shows what 
kind of men the head pushers of the 
Liberal Association are. As for the others, 
they are pursuing o straightforward 
course, and though we question their 
wisdom, we are bound to respect them.

There isa growing .on- 
viction, and one well founded, that the 
sooner Provincial and National issues 
cease to interfere with one another 
the better, and while many of those who 
were elected yesterday in Manitoba be- 
lieve in a protective tarriff as opposed to 
@ purely revenue tarriff or Free Trade, 
they are opposed to Mr. Norquay on 
Provincial issues. But besides this ob- 
jection to Mr. Norquay, thera has been 
and is a growing personal objection te 
him and Mr. Greenway in the ranks of 
both parties, and we would not be surpris- 
ed to ece a strong coalition government 
formed to the exclusion of the two old 
leaders. On national issues Manitoba is 
Conservative, as it should be.

At the appointed time 
the invited guests toed the ecratch, the 
hoss beggar made the opening address, 
the leader of the orchestra, all skin 
and bone, grease and paint, gave the 
sigual,and immodiately the air resounded 
with warwhoops, the musiv of temtoms 
and the kicking of heels, and all went 
merry as a monkey dance in Central 
Africa, After the dizzy whiz had pro- 
ceeded some time the Indians proceeded 
to bestow their newly acquired duds on 
their guests, and in a shorter time than 
it takes to tell they were as naked as 
ever, If Mesers. Rlake, Cameron, Mills 
and others have any cast-off raiment to 
heatow on a needy and grateful people, 
we can sincerely recommend this par 
ticular band to ther consideration, A 
few plug bate and campaign valises would 
aleo be very acceptable.

faltered ; with aclear, firm grasp of the 
Gospel of Christ ; with a deep personal 


knowledge of the Word and person of 
the Lord Jesus, and in combination with 


these strong qualitics a singular sim- 
plicity of manner which endeared him 


with all who came in contact with him, 
he was a true John-like messenger pre- 
pating the way of the Lord. He went 


almost alone into the then wilderness of 
the Saskatchewan Valley, and for the 


past twelve years he has laboured and 


struggled night and day to extend the 


Redeemer's kingdom and advance the 
blessings of that church he so fondly 
loved and of which he was se honored a 
bishop. He has made permanent pro- 
vision for the epiritual training and edu- 
cation of Christian messengers. He has 


sent fortis faithfully native missionaries. 


He has claimed the whole of his vast 
diocese for Christ. He rests from his 
labours, and his works do follow him. 
He has lived and died at his post. His 
name will ever be associated among those 
of the noblest and best first settlers of 
the Great Lone Land. For years to 
come men will need no monument, either 
of wood, stone or brass, to remind them 
of John Mclaan, first bishop of Sas- 
katchewan. He lives alike in the memory 
of the whiteman and the Indian, I am 
sure his latter end was peace, though it 
came from the suffering produced by 
‘* journeying often by perils in the wil- 
derness, by weariness and by . painfal- 
vess.”
